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Dear  Alumni: 

Northwestern  continues  to  grow  as  the  university's  reputation  for  aca- 
demic innovation  and  excellence  and  outstanding  student  life  activities  reaches 
an  increasing  number  of  students  throughout  Louisiana  and  the  South. 

This  spring's  enrollment  of  8,221  was  the  highest  of  any  spring  semester 
in  history.  NSU  has  now  established  all-time  enrollment  records  in  seven  of  the 
past  nine  semesters.  The  university's  enrolbnent  has  soared  by  56  percent  over 
the  past  eight  years. 

Even  with  that  remarkable  growth,  enrollment  on  NSU's  main  campus  has 
probably  been  curtailed  by  a  lack  of  housing  both  on  campus  and  in  the 
community.  That  problem  is  being  addressed  with  the  construction  of  an  on- 
campus  apartment  complex  that  will  accommodate  450  students. 

The  apartments  will  be  completed  before  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semes- 
ter, and  the  additional  space  virtually  assures  continued  enrolbnent  growth  next 
year. 

hi  addition  to  the  enrollment  record,  other  great  things  are  happening  at 
Northwestern  this  spring.  The  debate  team  has  won  major  tournaments  to 
maintain  its  No.  1  national  ranking,  and  students  in  10  parishes  are  learning  basic 
scientific  and  mathematical  principles  in  a  space  science  class  that  Northwestern 
is  offering  via  satellite. 

Northwestern  received  a  $499,900  grant  this  fall  for  the  Division  of 
Nursing  to  conduct  health,  education  and  community  enhancement  programs  in 
three  North-Central  Louisiana  cities,  and  NSU  is  working  with  the  U.S.  Corps 
of  Engineers  on  a  $  1 50,000  project  to  store  and  maintain  artifacts  from  two  ships 
that  sank  in  the  Red  River  over  a  century  ago. 

The  university's  Distinguished  Lecture  Series  con- 
tinues to  bring  outstanding  speakers  to  the  campus.  Fea- 
tured this  spring  were  writer  and  poet  Maya  Angelou  and 
historian  and  author  David  McCullough. 

It  has  also  been  a  banner  spring  for  NSU  athletic 
programs.  Northwestern  repeated  as  Southland  Confer- 
ence indoor  track  champion,  and  the  Lady  Demon  basket- 
ball team  won  18  of  its  first  21  games  for  its  best  record  at 
that  point  of  the  season  in  histwy.  The  baseball  team  got 
off  to  a  great  start  with  several  straight  victories,  including 
a  three-game  sweep  of  nationally-ranked  Lamar. 

Several  of  the  nation's  best-known  athletes  will  be 
on  campus  this  summer  for  induction  into  the  Louisiana 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  To  be  honored  are  Joe  Ferguson,  Rich  Jackson,  Ralph 
Dupas,  Fred  Hobdy,  Ernie  Ladd,  Pam  Kelly  and  John  Altobello. 

Thank  you  for  your  continued  support,  which  helps  make  the  university's 
progress  and  success  possible.  Plan  to  return  for  Homecoming  next  fall  if  not 
before.

INTENSIVE  SUMMER  GRADUATE  PROGRAM 


A  second-year  program  at  Northwestern  is 
drawing  attention  from  all  over  the  world. 


Northwestern*  s  Intensive  Summer 
Graduate  Program  allows  students 
to  complete  the  bulk  of  their  work 
on  a  master's  degree  in  two  summers.  The 
interest  in  the  program  is  shown  graphically  on 
a  map  of  the  world  that  dominates  one  wall  in 
the  office  of  Dr.  Anthony  Scheffler,  the  director 
of  the  Intensive  Summer  Graduate  Program 
and  Assistant  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  at 
NSU.  The  map  is  dotted  with  pins  all  over  the 
world  each  representing  an  inquiry  about  the 
program. 

During  the  program's  first  year,  it  drew  stu- 
dents from  more  than  20  states  and  Canada,  Japan, 
Holland,  Panama  and  Burma. 

The  unique  program,  which  runs  June  7  -  Aug. 
12,  allows  educators  to  complete  work  on  a  gradu- 
ate degree  in  just  two  summers.  It  was  designed  to 
fit  the  schedules  and  needs  of  educators  and  other 
professionals  who  are  normally  available  in  the 
summer. 

However,  faculty  and  administration  involved 
in  the  program  at  Northwestern  are  determined  that 


quality  will  not  be  sacrificed  just  because  the  course 
work  is  condensed.  Students  will  be  expected  to 
perform  according  to  regular  course  requirements. 

Northwestem's  ISGP  was  set  up  by  Dr. 
Scheffler  and  consultant  Dr.  Paul  W.  Peddicord. 
"Actually,  I  was  previously  involved  in  the  only 
other  program  like  this  in  the  country,"  Scheffler 
said.  "So  naturally  I  was  very  interested  in  starting 
this  at  Northwestem." 

Under  the  program,  educators  can  complete  24 
hours  of  graduate  work  in  two  10-week  summer 
sessions  at  Northwestem.  Three  additional  hours 
can  be  earned  through  participation  in  a  special 
bridge  course.  The  final  six  hours  can  be  eamed  at 
NSU  or  another  accredited  institution. 

"The  same  thing  that  attracted  me  to  a  similar 
program  early  in  my  career  will  attract  working 
professionals  to  our  ISGP,"  Scheffler  stated,  "and 
that  is  you  can  complete  a  graduate  degree  in  two 
summers  with  no  compromise  in  academic  quality 
and  do  so  as  part  of  a  community  of  students  from 
around  the  world." 
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While  working  on  his  Ph.  D.  degree, 
Scheffler  met  Dr.  Peddicord  who  was  directing  a 
similar  program  at  the  time.  "This  gave  me  a 
chance  to  assess  the  quality  and  mechanics  of  such 
a  program,"  Scheffler  stated.  "I  was  able  to  experi- 
ence first  hand  the  behind-the-scenes  aspect  of  the 
program." 

Scheffler  taught  at  Edward  H.  Phillips  Elemen- 
tary School  in  Orleans  Parish  and  J.I.  Barron,  Sr. 
Elementary  School  in  Rapides  Parish.  He  was  an 
adjunct  instructor  at  William  Carey  College  in 
Hattiesburg  and  an  assistant  professor  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama  before  coming  to  Northwestern. 

Northwestern  is  offering  an  M.Ed,  or  an  Ed.S. 
in  educational  administration,  educational  supervi- 
sion, counseling,  special  education  and  elementary 
teaching.  Also  offered  is  an  M.Ed,  in  sport  admin- 
istration, educational  technology  and  secondary 
teaching/English.  A  student  can  obtain  an  M.A.  in 
English  (writing  &  linguistics  or  literature)  or  an 
M.M.  in  Music. 

The  master's  degree  in  education  with  an 
emphasis  in  educational  technology  focuses  on 
preparing  professional  personnel  in  the  field  of 
educational  communications  and  information 
technologies  through  four  interrelated  tracks: 
instructional  designer,  information  specialist 
teacher/facilitator  or  technology  manager. 

Master's  courses  focus  on  the  selection  and 
utilization  of  information  and  technology  resources, 
integration  of  technology  into  the  teacher  learning 
process,  instructional  television  and  telecommuni- 
cations, research  and  theory  in  communication  and 
information  technology,  design  and  production  of 
learning  and  instructional  materials,  advanced 
multimedia  production,  technology  transfer  and 
distance  learning  and  organization  of  educational 
media  and  technology  centers. 

An  M.Ed,  emphasis  in  sports  administration  is 
a  36-hour  program  designed  for  the  working  profes- 
sionals who  would  like  to  improve  their  effective- 
ness in  the  management  of  sports  related  programs. 
This  unique  non-traditional  degree  program  fits  the 
special  career  aspirations  of  athletic  administrators, 
recreation  sports  specialists,  facility  managers, 
sports  information  specialists,  sports  business 


personal,  sports  agency  directors,  head  coaches, 
fitness  administrators  and  military  sport  directors. 

Sports  administration  incorporates  an  inter- 
disciplinary approach  which  includes  courses 
related  to  sport  administration  with  a  foundation  in 
business  areas  such  as,  budgeting,  micro-computer 
applications,  human  resource  management,  sports 
marketing  and  public  relations. 

A  master's  in  English  is  available  to  those 
students  wanting  to  specialize  in  writing  and 
linguistics  or  literature.  Literature  provides  the  full 
range  of  traditional  British  and  American  genre  and 
period  courses  as  well  as  more  specialized  work  in 
regional  literature,  film  studies  and  critical  theory. 
Writing  and  Linguistics  students  take  speciaUzed 
course  work  from  a  wide  range  of  topics  which 
include  linguistics,  composition  theory,  technical 
writing,  classical  rhetoric  and  contemporary  rhetori- 
cal theory. 

In  most  areas  a  student  desiring  to  work 
toward  an  M.Ed,  or  Ed.S.  must  hold  valid  teacher 
certification.  In  addition,  to  pursue  a  degree  in  the 
areas  of  special  education,  elementary  teaching, 
secondary  teaching/English,  English  (writing  & 
linguistics  or  literature)  or  Music,  a  student  must 
have  an  undergraduate  major  in  the  area  and/or  be 
certified  to  teach  in  that  area. 

Although  students  are  encouraged  to  complete 
the  chosen  degree  in  two  consecutive  summers, 
some  students  may  elect  to  postpone  the  completion 
of  their  program  for  an  additional  summer  or  to 
complete  the  program  during  the  regular  academic 
year.  In  any  case,  all  degree  requirements  must  be 
completed  within  five  years  of  initial  enrollment  in 
the  program.

Her  articles 
have  been  pubUshed  in  the  Journal  of 
Sport  and  Social  Issues,  Journal  of  the 
Association  for  Women' s  Deans  and 
Counselors,  JOPERD,  Aviation,  Space 
and  Environmental  Medicine,  Sex 
Roles  and  the  Women  in  Sport  and 
Physical  Activity  Journal. 

She  has  been  a  guest  lecturer  at 
the  Naval  Aerospace  Medical  Research 
Laboratory  at  the  Naval  Air  Station  in 
Pensacola  and  was  also  a  sport  psychol- 
ogy consultant  at  the  U.S.  Whitewater 
Training  Center. 

Molstad  is  a  former  recipient  of 
the  Teacher  of  the  Year  award  pre- 
sented by  the  NSU  Alumni  Association 
and  the  Distinguished  Faculty  Chair 
Award  for  excellence  in  teaching  and 
research.  She  serves  on  committees  for 
the  LAHPERD  as  well  as  the  SAPECW 
and  SDAAHEPERD. 

She  earned  her  bachelor's  degree 
in  psychology  at  St.  Olaf  College,  a 
master's  in  health  and  physical  educa- 
tion at  Smith  College  and  her  Ed.D.  in 
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sport  psychology  and  motor  learning  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Greensboro.  Molstad  teaches  graduate 
courses  on  spent  psychology,  motor 
performance  and  health  behavior.  She 
will  present  a  paper  at  next  year's 
LAHPERD  conference  in  Natchitoches. 
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jf.  Ray  Wallace,  director  of 
'the  Louisiana  Scholars' 
College  and  professor  of  English  at 
NOTthwestCTn  State  University,  has 
been  elected  president  of  the  National 
Writing  Centers  Association.  He  was 
elected  at  the  association's  recent 
meeting  in  Pittsburgh. 

The  National  Writing  Centers 
Association  is  an  assembly  of  the 
National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
English  and  has  more  than  1,000 
members  from  elementary,  junior  high, 
high  schools,  colleges  and  universities 
in  the  United  States,  Canada  and 
Mexico. 

The  association  works  to  promote 
writing  centers  at  all  levels  of  educa- 
tion. Writing  centers  offer  individual 
and  small-group  tutorial  help  to  all 
levels  of  writers  from  developmental  to 
advanced.  According  to  Wallace, 
studies  indicate  that  such  individualized 
attention  helps  writers  progress  more 
r^idly  in  acquiring  writing  skills 
needed  for  graduation  and  jM-omotion. 

Wallace  says  his  election  is  a 
recognition  of  the  woric  he  has  done  in 
the  area  of  writing  centers  and  what  has 
been  accomplished  during  his  tenure  at 
Northwestern.  Wallace  said  that 
Northwestern  is  one  of  the  few  aca- 
demic institutions  in  the  United  States 
with  two  writing  centers  on  campus, 
one  in  the  department  of  language  and 
communications  in  Kyser  Hall  and  one 


in  the  Scholars'  College  in  Russell 
Hall. 

"I'm  pleased  with  the  support  the 
university  administration  has  given  me 
for  my  work  on  the  teaching  of 
writing,"  Wallace  said.  "Because  of  the 
work  done  by  our  writing  center 
directors  Dr.  Karen  Cole  and  Beth 
Maxfield  and  our  student  tutors,  I  feel 
dramatic  results  will  take  place." 

During  his  tenure,  Wallace  will 
chair  the  First  National  Writing  Centers 
Conference  in  April  in  New  Orleans. 
The  conference  will  bring  writing 
center  personnel  and  writing  teachers 
and  researchers  from  around  the 
country  to  discuss  literacy,  writing 
improvement  and  other  professional 
concerns.  U.S.  Secretary  of  Education 
Richard  Riley  will  be  the  conference's 
keynote  speaker. 

Wallace's  1991  book.  The  Writing 
Center  :  New  Directions,  won  the 
association's  book  of  the  year  award. 
He  was  the  keynote  speaker  at  the  first 
Southern  Writing  Centers  Conference 
in  Fort  Worth  last  year.  Wallace  will  be 
the  keynote  speaker  at  the  Georgia 
Council  of  Teachers  of  English 
Conference  in  Atlanta  in  February  and 
at  the  Northeastern  Writing  Centers 
Association  Conference  in  Toledo  in 
May.  His  latest  bock.  Theory  and 
Practice  in  the  Writing  Center,  will  be 
published  by  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  English  early  next  year.

The  first  set  of  apartments  will  be  one 
bedroom  efficiency  apartments  with 
495  square  feet  of  living  space.  The 
second  and  most  popular  set  will  be 
two  bedroom,  two  bedroom  apartments 
with  a  living  room  and  610  square  feet. 
The  third  set  with  be  873  square  foot 
apartments  with  four  bedrooms  and  two 
baths. 

Each  apartment  will  be  furnished, 
and  will  have  a  private  patio  area.  The 
complex  will  be  surrounded  by  a 
wrought  iron  fence.  A  security  gate  will 


important  step  that  will  help  the 
university  continue  to  grow." 

Rental  rates  have  not  been  set  for 
the  complex,  according  to  Boutte.  He 
said  that  rates  should  be  comparable  to 
existing  rental  rates  in  Natchitoches. 
Rules  and  regulations  for  the  complex 
will  be  drawn  up  by  a  committee  of 
residents,  university  administrators  and 
Century  Development  representatives. 

Boutte  said  the  new  complex  will 
be  Umited  to  juniors,  seniors,  and 
graduate  stu^nts  as  well  as  NSU 
faculty  and  staff. 


"Natchitoches  needs  about 
400-600  more  rental  units  right  now, 
and  since  those  units  are  not  available, 
we  had  to  take  steps  to  provide  them," 
said  NSU  President  Dr.  Robert  A. 
Alost  "This  project  will  help  Nwth- 
weslem  continue  to  grow  and  I 
anticipate  beginning  phase  two  of  the 
project  as  soon  as  phase  one  is  com- 
pleted." 

According  to  NSU  Director  of 
Housing  Harold  Boutte,  three  sets  of 


be  installed  at  the  entrance  to  the 
complex  to  Umit  entry  to  residents  and 
their  guests. 

"This  is  a  win-win  situation  for 
everyone  involved,"  said  Boutte.  "The 
university  is  not  required  to  spend 
additional  funds  for  these  apartments, 
so  money  can  be  spent  to  renovate  our 
current  dormitories.  Our  students  are 
helped  since  there  will  be  additional 
apartments  available  for  rent  that  are 
modem  and  convenient  This  is  an 


"Most  upperclasmen  live  off 
campus  so  opening  these  new  apart- 
ments won't  have  an  impact  on 
dormitory  occupancy,"  he  said. 

Dramatic  enrollment  growth  at 
Northwestern  and  growth  in  the 
Natchitoches  area  have  contributed  to  a 
housing  shortage  in  Natchitoches. 
Enrollment  at  NSU  has  increased  60 
percent  since  1986. 
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Pre<sident'(S  Council  \%  Formed  with  Charter  Members 
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'  he  President' s  Council  has  been 
set  up  at  NSU  to  serve  as  an 
advisory  panel  to  the  president  in  matters 
of  alumni  relations  and  fundraising.  The 
role  of  the  president's  council  is  to  help 
develop  and  maintain  relationships  with 
sources  of  funding,  and  other  gifts  from 
private  sources.  Members  of  the  council 
are  business  and  industry  leaders  who 
can  provide  advice  and  assistance  in 
fundraising. 

Members  of  the  President's  Coun- 
cil contribute  to  the  university  and  assist 
in  promoting  the  university.  In  addition, 
these  members  make  a  commitment  for 
multi-year  support  to  insure  continuity 
within  the  program. 

Membership  to  the  President's 
Council  is  on  an  invitation  only  basis. 
They  must  be  willing  to  donate  a  mini- 
mum of  $1,000  per  year.  The  council  will 
consist  of  a  maximum  membership  of 
100  persons.  There  will  be  a  minimum  of 
one  formal  meeting  during  the  year. 

The  membership  of  the  council  is 
encouraged  to  work  with  university  per- 
sonnel to  help  the  development  staff  lo- 
cate potential  contributors  to  the  univer- 
sity as  well  as  supply  advice  and  support 
for  existing  and  new  university  programs.

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With  aspiring  intentions  of 
running  his  own  law  firm, 
Julian  Foy  never  thought  he 
would  be  in  the  driver's  seat  quite  like  he  is 
now.  The  proud  owner  of  Julian  Foy  Motors  in 
Many,  Foy  is  right  where  he  wants  to  be. 

After  graduating  form  New  Iberia  Senior 
High,  Foy  started  Northwestern  in  1968  with 
strong  inclinations  of  becoming  the  next  Perry 
Mason.  "Once  I  started  college,  I  discovered 
that  you  had  to  have  two  years  of  a  fweign 
language  to  major  in  political  science,"  Foy 
laughed.  "So  I  decided  that  I  liked  accounting 
better." 

Northwestern  is  quite  different  today  than 
it  was  in  the  late  60's.  Curfew  was  at  9  p.m. 
during  the  week  and  midnight  on  the  weekends. 
Wednesday  was  date  night  and  you  could  stay 
out  till  10  or  11p.m. 

"I  had  two  friends  fi^om  high  school  who 
happened  to  be  female,"  Foy  said.  "I  offered  to 
give  the  girls  a  ride  home  one  weekend  and 
things  were  so  strict  then  that  the  university 
wouldn't  allow  it  until  they  had  written  ap- 
proval fi-om  the  girls'  parents." 

Foy  pledged  Kappa  Alpha  Order  and 
found  himself  in  the  office  of  treasurer  by  the 
time  he  graduated  from  Northwestern. 

"It's  hard  to  imagine,  but  we  were  allowed 
to  be  a  lot  rowdier  in  those  days,"  Foy  stated. 
"Our  hazing  pohcy  wasn't  as  strict  as  it  is 
today." 

"However,  you  lack  of  good  behavior  was 
certainly  an  attention  getter.  University 
administrators  expected  a  certain  code  of 
conduct,"  Foy  said.  "They  were  more  aware  of 
our  individual  behavior  then." 

Football  was  a  big  part  of  Foy's  social  life 
at  Northwestern.  "The  only  time  I  think  that  we 
won  back  then,  I  missed  the  game,"  Foy 
laughed.  "Even  if  we  didn't  win  though  we 
always  had  a  good  time.  The  football  games 
consumed  our  entire  weekend.  We  had  Friday 
night  bonfires,  the  game  on  Saturday  and  then 
the  after  game  dance  with  a  live  band." 

One  sign  of  the  times  was  that  the  Viet- 
nam War  was  taking  place.  At  that  time,  draft 
numbers  were  drawn  like  a  lottery  and  before 


you  graduated  you  knew  how  soon  you  would 
be  leaving.  "My  roommate  drew  numbo"  10 
and  I  drew  number  283,  so  we  knew  that  he 
would  probably  be  leaving  right  after  gradua- 
tion," Foy  stated.  "So  we  had  ourselves  a  three 
day  party  aftw  we  graduated" 

"It  was  a  time  when  evoy  young  man  in 
college  or  not  faced  an  uncertainty  that  kids 
don't  usually  face  today,"  Foy  stsuted 
"WhethCT  you  agreed  with  it  or  not,  we  were 
involved  in  a  war  where  our  fiiends  were  sent 
off  and  a  lot  of  them  didn't  come  back. 
Everyone  was  affected" 

Upon  graduating  fix>m  Northwest^n  in 
1972,  Foy  went  to  woik  fw  the  Pearson  Motor 
Co.  automobile  dealership  in  Many.  Foy 
quickly  wwked  his  way  up  to  partner  in  1975, 
but  tragedy  struck  the  dealership  in  1978  when 
it  burned  to  the  ground. 

The  dealership  reopened  and  in  1987  Foy 
was  the  owner.  He  changed  the  name  to  Julian 
Foy  Motors.  Foy  belongs  to  the  Sabine  State 
Commerce,  Sabine  RIvct  Authority,  Pontiac 
Zone  Dealer  Council,  Buick  Zone  Dealer 
Council,  CMC  Roundtable  of  the  central 
United  States  and  the  Louisiana  Automobile 
Dealers  Association. 

Aside  firom  owning  and  operating  a 
successful  car  dealership,  Foy  donates  all  his 
free  time  to  helping  Northwestem's  chapter  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Order.  Foy  is  the  Provence 
Commander  for  Kappa  Alpha  Order  as  well  as 
advisor  and  president  of  the  Housing  Corpora- 
tion of  Northwestem's  chapter. 

"Far  too  many  young  men  abuse  their 
chances  at  an  education,"  Foy  stated.  "I  want 
to  make  sure  that  they  realize  the  importance  of 
it  and  make  good  use  of  it." 

Foy  had  sound  advice  for  students  who 
want  to  stay  in  the  driver's  seat  of  the  job 
market.  "Students  need  to  choose  their  career 
carefully  and  study  hard,"  Foy  advised,

Dr.  Virginia  Crossno  was  once 
inspired  by  a  Northwestern 
graduate  to  further  her  education. 
Her  achievements  have  doubtlessly  inspired 
other  women  to  do  the  same. 

Crossno  started  Northwestern  in  the  fall  of 
1953  with  the  inchnation  to  be  a  home  econom- 
ics teacher.  She  had  graduated  from  Doyline 
High  School  and  upon  the  persuasion  of  her 
history  teacher  decided  to  attend  Northwestern. 
"Elouise  Sanders  was  a  person  I  admired 
greatly,"  Crossno  said.  "She  never  really  said 
to  me  you  need  to  go  to  Northwestern.  Rather 
she  encouraged  students  only  after  they  indi- 
cated an  interested  in  going  to  college.  She  may 
have  known  that  the  other  approach  wouldn't 
have  worked  to  well  with  me." 

Another  reason  Crossno  selected  Northwest- 
em  was  the  schools  reputation  for  having  of  a 
very  strong  teacher/education  school. 

Crossno  entered  Northwestern  when  it  had  a 
much  stricter  environment,  especially  for 
women.  She  remembers  the  signing  in/out 
procedures  in  the  dorm  and  that  the  lights-out 
poUcies  and  bed  checks  were  enforced. 

Very  few  students  owned  automobiles.  If 
you  went  to  town,  you  had  to  walk.  "If  you 
were  real  lucky  and  knew  someone  who  had  a 
car,  going  over  to  east  Natchitoches  to  the 
drive-in  theater  and  the  A&W  Rootbeer  stand," 
Crossno  stated. 

Back  then  if  you  wanted  to  go  home,  you 
either  took  a  bus,  caught  a  ride  with 
someone(but  very  few  people  had  cars),  or  your 
parents  came  to  pick  you  up.  "Most  of  us 
stayed  here  on  weekends  because  we  didn't 
have  transportation  home,"  Crossno  said. 

While  at  Northwestern,  Crossno  got  deeply 
involved  with  the  home  economic  curriculum. 
"Most  people  think  of  home  economics  as 
sewing  and  cooking,"  Crossno  stated,  "but 
home  economics  is  primarily  management 
providing  healthy  foods  and  well  balanced 
diets." 

Coming  from  a  time  when  women  were 
primarily  teachers,  nurses,  or  secretaries, 
Crossno  was  limited  in  her  choices.  Being  no 
different  than  other  young  women  who  grew  up 


in  the  forties  and  fifties,  Crossno  has  never 
regretted  her  pursuit  of  home  economic 
education  because  it  helped  me  to  fulfill  a  goal 
as  a  professional  career. 

"Certain  individuals  have  this  stereotypical 
concept  of  what  home  economics  is  as  a 
profession,"  Crossno  said.  "However,  if  you 
have  certain  skills  in  management  and  organi- 
zation, these  skills  work  well  in  this  field." 

Upon  graduation,  Crossno  taught  vocational 
home  economics  at  Starks  High  School, 
Sarepta  High  School  for  five  years  and 
Newellton  High  School  for  ten  years.  During 
that  time,  Crossno  also  obtained  her  master's  in 
home  economics  education  from  Northwestern 
as  well. 

In  1968,  Crossno  began  working  on  her 
Ed.D.  in  home  economics  education  at  Okla- 
homa State  University.  Upon  graduating, 
Crossno  taught  at  both  Northwest  Missouri 
State  University  and  Northern  Arizona  Univer- 
sity. Then  in  1977,  she  became  Home  Eco- 
nomics Section  Chief  for  the  Vocational 
Education  Division  of  the  Louisiana  State 
Department  of  Education. 

In  1979,  Crossno  returned  home  to  North- 
western. She  currently  serves  as  EEO  officer 
and  director  of  Academic  Planning  and 
Affirmative  Action.  Her  former  positions  of 
administration  at  NSU  have  been  home 
economics  department  head  and  interim  dean 
of  education. 

"I  think  that  young  women  sometimes  feel 
that  they  have  to  pursue  male  dominated 
professions,"  Crossno  stated,  "but  they 
shouldn't  overlook  traditional  women  fields 
either.  The  only  disadvantage  to  pursuing  such 
careers  is  that  the  salaries  aren't  as  compa- 
rable." 

"My  only  advice  to  young  women  today  is 
to  look  at  all  of  your  options  and  keep  in  mind 
that  flexibility  is  the  key  to  a  successful 
career."

For  Dr.  B.L.  Shaw,  education 
has  always  been  an  important 
part  of  his  life.  "A  college  degree  is 
an  investment,  not  a  cost,"  Shaw  said.  "It  is 
something  that  will  pay  probably  greater 
dividends  than  any  investment  a  student  will 
ever  make  again." 

"College  kids  come  with  all  kinds  of  inner 
beings,"  Shaw  stated,  "but  the  one  thing  that  is 
critical  for  all  of  them  and  to  their  completion 
of  their  education  is  perseverance.  Even  when 
things  seem  to  be  tough,  they  have  to  just  hang 
in  there  and  persevere 

Buddy  L.  Shaw  graduated  from  North- 
western in  January  of  1955.  He  came  from  the 
small  town  of  Jamestown.  Although  tuition 
was  around  $120  a  semester  then,  Shaw  didn't 
know  if  he  would  be  able  to  attend  Northwest- 
em  financially.  Money  was  hard  to  come  by  for 
his  family. 

"Then  I  got  a  card  in  the  mail  saying  that  I 
had  been  assigned  to  work  in  the  dairy,"  Shaw 
laughed.  "I  guess  it  took  a  herd  of  cattle  to  get 
me  to  Northwestern." 

Aside  from  perseverance  ,  loyalty  has  also 
played  an  important  part  in  Shaw's  life. 
"Loyalty  is  a  quality  that  somehow  can  get 
away  from  you  but  I  hope  that  they  [the 
students  of  today]  love  Northwestern,  I  hope 
they  feel  a  part  of  that  school,  and  that  they 
will  develop  a  loyalty  to  it,"  Shaw  said.  "I  hope 
it's  not  just  a  place  where  they  are  spending 
four  years.  I  hope  the  spirit  of  Northwestern 
stays  with  them  the  rest  of  their  lives." 

Shaw's  loyalty  to  Northwestern  runs  very 
deep.  "Whenever  I  read  about  the  graduates  of 
NSU,  1  feel  a  kindredship,"  Shaw  stated. 
"However,  anything  I've  done  pales  in  com- 
parison to  all  the  accomplishments  of  other 
NSU  graduates." 

One  may  beg  to  differ  with  Dr.  Shaw. 
Aside  from  obtaining  a  master's  in  Industrial 
Art  from  Northwestern  and  a  Ph.D.  in  Educa- 
tional Administration  from  Louisiana  State 
University,  Shaw  taught  in  the  school  system 
for  eight  years.  Then  he  became  a  supervisor 
for  vocational  education  in  the  school  system. 

Wanting  to  do  more,  Shaw  got  in  on  the 
cutting  edge  of  the  integration  movement  within 


the  school  system.  "I  knew  that  integration 
would  be  the  greatest  sociological  event  in  my 
lifetime,"  Shaw  said.  "So  I  was  able  to  go  to 
work  as  principal  of  Byrd  High  School  where  I 
stayed  for  16  of  the  greatest  years  of  my  life." 

Since  then  Shaw  has  been  elected  to  the 
Caddo  School  Board  for  four  years  where  he 
became  involved  with  the  Louisiana  School 
Board  Association  and  is  currently  president  of 
its  board  of  directors.  "This  allows  me  to  spend 
a  lot  of  time  in  the  legislature  for  educational 
issues,  it  allows  me  to  be  a  voting  delegate  in 
national  conventions,  and  be  a  presenter  of 
programs  at  national  conventions,"  Shaw 
stated. 

"But  the  thing  I  like  the  most  is  that  it 
allows  me  to  travel  to  such  places  as  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  Nashville,  TN.,  and  CaUfomia," 
Shaw  said. 

However,  Shaw  can't  forget  his  humble 
beginnings  at  Northwestern.  Shaw  fondly 
recalls  Northwestern  football  games  and 
"Hello"  dances.  "It  was  a  time  when  I  first 
learned  to  dance,"  Shaw  said.  "Incidentally,  my 
dance  partner  was  Mary  Gunn  Johnston,  Sen. 
Johnston's  wife.  I  don't  know  if  she  remem- 
bers it." 

Once  school  had  started,  Shaw  realized 
that  he  was  more  of  a  people  person  than  a  cow 
person.  So  he  asked  to  be  transferred  to  work 
in  the  cafeteria.  "Everybody's  got  to  eat," 
Shaw  joked.  So  the  cafeteria  became  one  of 
Shaw's  college  highlights. 

Shaw  remembers  the  faculty  and  students 
as  being  cordial  and  very  friendly.  When  he 
first  arrived,  Shaw  decided  to  try  out  for  the 
baseball  team.  Shaw  began  practicing  with  the 
team  and  his  making  the  team  looked  real  good 
for  a  while. 

"I  remember  that  one  of  the  fellows  I  was 
competing  against  was  one  of  the  five  people  on 
campus  who  had  an  automobile,"  Shaw  said. 
"And  when  we  got  ready  to  go  to  NLU  in 
Monroe  to  play.  Coach  Cracker  Brown  came  by 
and  said  transportation  was  premium  so  any  of 
us  who  could  drive  would  be  a  starter. 

"I  appreciate  the  coaches  position,  but  I 
thought  to  myself,  coach  this  is  as  far  as  I'm 
going  to  be  able  to  go  with  this  program,"  Shaw 
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laughed.  "And  I  have  to  admit  that  was  around  the 
time  I  became  interested  in  girls.  So  I  thought  my 
free  time  could  be  better  sjjent." 

Although  he  could  recall  almost  every  teacher 
at  Northwestern,  one  antidote  stands  out  in  Shaw's 
mind.  "Katherine  Winters  taught  American  History 
and  her  class  was  held  in  Caldwell  Hall  before  it 
burned,"  Shaw  stated.  "Caldwell  Hall  was  posi- 
tioned along  side  of  the  railroad  tracks  and  in  those 
days,  the  buildings  didn't  have  air  conditioning.  So 
the  windows  were  always  up  in  Winters'  class. 

"Well,  everyday  during  Winters'  class  a  train 
would  pass  by  Caldwell  Hall.  However,  Mrs. 
Winters  is  thunderous  in  her  teachings.  When  the 
fmal  test  day  came,  she  noticed  a  stranger  in  the 
class.  The  stranger  took  the  lest  like  everyone  else 
and  he  did  a  pretty  good  job  on  it  too. 

"When  Mrs.  Winters  asked  the  stranger  who 
was  he,  the  stranger  replied  'I'm  the  engineer  of  the 
train.'"  Shaw  laughed. 


Northwestern  was  always  a  nurturing,  caring 
attnosphere  for  Shaw.  The  administrators  really 
wanted  you  to  succeed  and  do  well.  "Any  problems 
that  arose  in  those  days  were  usually  handled  hassle 
free,"  Shaw  said.  "It  worked  as  smooth  as  anything 
you've  ever  seen." 

Although  it  appears  that  he  has  his  hands  full, 
Shaw  is  constantly  planning  bigger  steps  for 
education  to  make  it  run  'as  smooth  as  anything 
you've  ever  seen.'  He  may  even  be  planning  to  run 
for  state  legislature.  It  would  most  definitely 
appear  as  though  Shaw  believes  in  perseverance.

Louisiana  Toys  and 
Games:  The  Makers 
and  the  Players 

Many  of  the  fondest  memories 
of  childhood  involve  the  toys  and 
games  we  aU  played.  The 
Natchitoches-Northwestern  Folk 
Festival  will  help  revive  some  of 
those  memories  July  15-17  with 
the  festival  theme,  "Toys  and 
Games:  The  Makers  and  The 
Players." 

The  Folk  Festival  will  be  held  in 
Prather  Coliseum  on  the  Northwestern 
campus,  and  begins  with  a  Gumbo 
Cookoff  on  Friday  July  15  and  runs 
through  Sunday  July  17.  The  focus  of  the 
festival  will  be  on  the  folklore  and 
lifeways  of  children  and  childhood  along 
with  the  festival's  noted  food,  music,  and 
crafts. 

"This  year's  theme  is  probably  the  most 
universal  theme  we've  ever  had,"  said  Dr. 
Don  Hadey,  director  of  the  Louisiana 
Folklife  Center  and  the  Folk  Festival. 
"Everybody  has  gone  through  childhood 
and  remembers  the  toys  they  played  with 
and  the  games  they  played.  This  theme 
also  ties  in  with  Louisiana's  sense  of  play 
that  is  well-known  all  over.  It  also  lets 
people  know  that  folk  culture  is  something 
that  everyone  can  participate  in." 

The  festival  will  feature  a  great  deal  of 
Cajun  music  and  dancing.  Rand  and 
Cynthia  Speyrer  will  return  to  offer  free 
Cajun  dance  lessons.  Music  will  also  be 
provided  by  Lawrence  Ardoin  (zydeco). 
Sonny  Bourg/Johnny  Allan  (swamp  pop/ 
Cajun  rock  n'  roll),  Hadley  Castille, 
Clement  Brothers,  Woodrow  Daigle,  Jules 
Guidry,  Johnny  Sonnier,  and  Aldus  Roger. 
Blues,  Dixieland,  gospel,  string  band, 
bluegrass,  Irish,  Civil  War  music  will  also 
be  presented  along  with  60  of  Louisiana's 
most  traditional  folk  artists. 

Displays  of  toys  and  sports  memora- 
bilia will  also  be  spoUighted.  Dan  Fellows 
of  the  Double  Sports  Card  Shop  in 
Shreveport  will  bring  his  extensive 
collection  of  memorabilia  to  go  with  the 
memorabilia  collection  in  the  Louisiana 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  housed  in  Prather 
Coliseum.  The  Hall  of  Fame  honors  many 
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of  Louisiana's  sports  greats,  and  is  one  of 
the  outstanding  collections  of  memorabilia 
in  the  South. 

Laura  Street  of  the  LSU-Shreveport 
Archives  will  provide  a  display  of  toys 
and  photos.  Northwestern 's  Anthropology 
Club  will  assist  professor  of  anthropology 
Dr.  Hiram  F.  Gregory  in  providing  a 
display  of  Native  American  toys  from 
Williamson  Museum.  Blake  and  Barry 
Owen  from  Alexandria  will  present  a 
display  of  old  and  contemporary  toys. 
Barry  will  provide  free  evaluation  of  toys 
from  the  fifties  and  sixties.  Rita  Fontenot 
who  was  a  hit  at  the  1993  Festival  will 
again  bring  her  Cajun  doll  houses. 

Many  festival  craftspeople  such  as 
potters  B.A.  Cohen,  Gene  Mika,  and  Tom 
Rehman  and  doUmakers  Lair  LaCour  and 
Bonnie  Boudreaux  will  provide  special 
programming  for  children.  Besides  crafts 
and  displays,  numerous  other  activities  are 
scheduled  including  games,  Cajun  round 
dancing,  and  a  liar's  and  bragger's 
contest 

Festival  visitors  are  encouraged  to 
bring  stories,  toys,  memories  and  anything 
else  which  would  be  of  interest  to  present 
and  future  generations  interested  in  toys 
and  games.  A  video  camera  and  other 
recording  devices  will  be  set  up  to 
document  as  much  material  as  possible  for 
the  Folklife  Archives  in  the  Louisiana 
Folklife  Center  on  the  NSU  campus.  For

For  the  next  year,  Northwestern  State 
University  assistant  professor  of  English 
Katherine  Kearns  will  work  in  a  slightly 
different  environment,  spending  a  year 
at  Yale  University. 

Keams  will  begin  her  study  at  Yale  on 
June  20  as  part  of  a  1994  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities  Summer 
Seminar  for  College  Teachers  on  psycho- 
analysis in  history.  In  September,  she  will 
begin  an  external  fellowship  at  the 
Whitney  Humanities  Center.  Keams  was 
one  of  two  scholars  chosen  for  the 
Center's  visiting  fellowships.  During  the 
fellowship,  Keams  will  work  on  a  book  on 
lyric  poetry.  She  will  also  teach  a  course 
on  lyric  poetry. 

Her  first  book,  A  Poetics  of  Appetite  in 
the  Poetry  of  Robert  Frost,  was  recently 
published  by  the  Cambridge  University 
Press.  A  second  book.  The  Real  Thing,  has 
been  submitted  for  publication. 

Keams  was  the  1994  recipient  of  the 
Mildred  Hart  Bailey  Research  Award 
presented  to  an  NSU  faculty  member  for 
outstanding  research.  She  teaches  under- 
graduate courses  in  developmental 
English,  composition,  American  and 
British  literature  along  with  graduate 
courses  in  19th  century  realism,  20th 
century  American  poetry,  modem  British 
novels,  criticism  and  theory. 

The  summer  seminar  will  be  led  by 
Peter  Gay,  a  writer,  critic  and  director  who 
is  an  expert  on  Freud. 

The  subject  of  Keams'  research,  lyric 
poetry,  is  a  form  of  poetry  that  is  generally 
short,  personal  and  quite  powerful  she 
said.  It  is  generally  associated  with  Robert 
Frost  or  Wallace  Stevens  and  was  also 
used  by  Shakespeare. 

"I  will  be  attempting  to  discover  how 
the  lyric  poem  works,"  said  Keams.  "I 
want  to  look  at  a  given  poem  and  see  if 
what  a  poet  says  on  the  surface  is  what  he 
wishes  to  accomplish." 
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
